“Much attention has been paid to leaking haz- 
ardous waste sites, but the.air_is the media 
through which most people come into the, greatest 
contact with toxic chemicals,"’ said Kevin Greene, 
research director of the CBE, a not-for-profit orga. 
nization based in Chicago. 

The report said Granite City Steel released 
620,000 pounds of benzene, a solvent known to 
cause leukemia in ¢ertain instances. Shell Oil 
released 280,000 pounds of benzene and Amoco 
Petroleum Additives Co. of Wood River released 
42,300 pounds. = 

Monsanto's Sauget plant topped the cancer list 
with the release of 804,000 -pounds of known or 
suspected carcinogens. 

Other known human carcinogens released into 
the Metro East environment include 363,000 pounds 
of chromium and related compounds, 4,700 pounds 
of- arsenic and 17,500 pounds of formaldehyde. 

Most of the companies on the list, including all 
of them in Madison and St. Clair counties, also 
release other chemicals whose caicinogenic quali- 
ties are suspected but not proven . 

Granite City Steel routinely releases 17 different 
toxic chemical emissions, the CBE-CLA report 
said. 

The report contends that some of the emissions 
may cause serious short-term or long-term health 
effects other than cancer, depending on the degree 
frequency of exposure. These effects can 
include asthma, neurological disorders, birth 
defects and damage to the liver and kidneys, the 
CBE-CLA said. 

The data for both studies was reported by the 
polluting companies themselves, as required by 
the Emergency Planning and Community Right- 
to-Knaow Act of 1986. The reports marked the first 
time such information had n compiled in Li-

Kids quiz congressman

GRANITE CITY — U.S. Rep. Jerry Costello 
was asked a variety of questions by Niedringhaus 
School fifth- and sixth-graders, ranging from 
what kind of car he drove, to his stand on the 
John Tower nomination. 

Costello spent about 40 minutes at the school 
Friday morning. 

He chuckled about the car question and was 
even able to crack a joke about the 1984 Buick 
Riviera he claimed to own. ‘Actually I don’t 
have a car — that one is my wife's,” Costello 
said. ‘‘Sometimes she lets me drive it.”” 

As for Tower,~Costello said he would have to 
vote against him and predicted that Tower would 
not be approved as defense secretary this week. 

Costello gave-a brief overview of his job as one 
of. the 535-members of Congress but the children 
seemed to follow the presentation best when he 
talked about money. 

Wher asked how much money he made, Costel- 
lo said he made a lot — $89,500. ‘‘You have to 
understand that taxes come out of that and at 
least $10,000 in expenses,’’ Costello said. He 
explained that many of his expenses were creat- 
ed by the four days a week he spends in Wash-

bedroom home in Belleville, about $300 a month, 
to the rent for a no-frills one-bedroom apartment 
in Washington, about $800 to $1,500 a month 

But according to Costello, money doesn’t solve 
everything, especially in East St! Louis. A stu- 
dent asked why the city had approved the con- 
struction of a_$5 million sports stadium while 
submerged in financial difficulty. 

He explained that citizens had voted to raise 
taxes to pay for the facility and the money 
couldn’t be used for anything else. Costello said 
federal money had been given to the city to alle- 
viate some of its other difficulties but was ‘“umis- 
managed.” 

“People always think that if you just send 
money, that will fix everything,’’ Costello said. 
“That only works if you have someone who 
knows how to manage it.”* 

Costello took the same stand about future gov- 
ernment. 

“These young people aré the future.’ Costello 
said. “‘Someday they may be called upon to 
assume governmental positions. 

“If we expect them to accept that call, it’s up 
to us to educate them and interact with them and 
make sure they know what's going on now and in 
the future. 

“The questions that’ were asked today 
expressed that the teachers are doing a good job 
in giving the children information on current

Robber’s 
sentence 
18 years 


EDWARDSVILLE — A Gran- 
ite City man charged with two 
armed robberies last: March has 
been sentenced to 18 yea ina 
state prison by Madison County 
Circuit Judge Edward C. Fergu- 
son. 

In one robbery the victim was 
cut with a knife on the neck and 
in the second robbery the victim 
was beaten. 

James C. Parrott Jr 5, of 
the 2400 block of W 23rd 
Street pleaded guilty Feb. 16 to 
three counts of armed robbery 
for robbing three men in two 
separate incidents. 

Two men were attacked on 
March 28, 1988, outside the 
Masonic Temple on Cleveland 
Boulevard at 20th Street. Two 
assailants forced the men.to the 
ground and took their wallets 
and about $150. 

One of the victims 5 cut on 
the neck when hé*grabbed for a 
knife being held by one of the 
robbers. The vi im recovered. 

On the following night, March 
29, two men armed with a knife 
forced their way inte a room at 
the [lini Motel in the 1100 block 
of Niedringhaus Avenue. They 
covered the occupant with a bed 
sheet and beat him. 

The motel guest, a railroad 
worker from out-of-town -who 
was staying overnight, was 
robbed of his wallet and other 
items. F 

The second man suspected in 
the robberies is already serving 
time in a state penitentiary, police 
said. 


Parrott had been released 
from prison in February 1988 
after serving a prison term for 
armed robbery. He had been 
sentenced in October 1984 to 
serve eight years in state prison 
after holding a knife to a man’s 
throat and robbing him in May 
1984

Ex-East St. Louisan 
to don judge’s robe

BELLEVILLE — In a few 
days, John Goodwin -will have a 
whole new perspective on the 
legal system. 

Goodwin, a Belleville lawyer, 
will exchange his attorney’s file 
folders for a judge’s gavel on 
March 6. Goodwin was appointed 
by Chief Circuit Judge Stephen 
Kernan on Tuesday to fill a 
vacant associate judge position 
in the 20th Judicial Circuit 

Kernan said Wednesday that 
Goodwin “is an excellent attor- 
ney who will be an asset to the 
bench.” 

Goodwin, 40, replaces Associ- 
ate Judge Robert Saunders, of 
East St. Louis, who retired Dec. 
23 

A 1973 graduate of St. 
University Law School, Goodwin 
served as an assistant St. Clair 
County state’s’ attorney from 
1973 to 1978, doing both felony 
and misdemeanor work. In 1978, 
Goodwin went into private prac- 
tice, but continued to work 
part-time in the state’s attor- 
ney’s office 

in years of private prac- 
tice, iwin has been a general 
practitioner, handling several 
types of civil law, including 
workmen's compensation and 
personal injury cases. 

Goodwin, an East St. Louis 
native, said he’s wanted to be a 
judge eve: ince he graduated 
from law school. He feels his 
years as a lawyer will be a big 
asset to him in his new position 

“I want to go into this 
fair-minded, I want to give 
everybody a clean shake,"’ Good- 
win ‘said. ‘‘Ill always have a 
kind word for practitioners 
because I know what it’s like.”

“A judge has to maintain 
decorum and rules in the court- 
room,"’ he said. 

Goodwin said while not much 
separates lawyers from judges 
in terms of knowledge or experi- 
ence, there is one basic differ- 
ence between the two positions 

‘A lawyer's first duty is to 
seek justice and represent his 
client as zealously as sible,”” 
Goodwin said. “A judge's, first 
duty is to seek justice and not 
zealously represent anyone.”’ 

Another difference Goodwin 
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will notice will be in his wallet. 
Though he wouldn’t disclose his 
current earnings, Goodwin said 
he will be taking'a pay cut when 
he starts earning his $75,000 
annual salary as an associate 
judge. Circuit judges earn 
$80,000 annually 


Goodwin said he’s not awed by 
the newfound power he will 
have 


“I’m sure my opinion's going 
to change as I get on the bench 
and mature, but’ somebody’s got 
to make the decisions and that is 
a judge’s role,” Goodwin said.

great entertainment in paradise 


“The Mighty Quinn” 

the kind of movie ple see to 
be entertained, with part of the 
enjoyment stemming from the 
film’s setting — an island para- 
dise. 

The police chief in this Carib- 
bean vacation retreat (the film 
was shot in Jamaica) is Xavier 
Quinn, played by Denzel Wash- 
ington. A native of the Caribbe- 
an, Quinn was trained in police 
work by the FBI. He is consid- 
ered by the permanent residents 
of the ‘sland to be one of only a 
handful from that area to have 
become really important, hence 
his nickname 

The nickname was taken from 
the Bob: Dylan song, ‘‘The 
Mighty Quinn.” The islanders 
can be heard serenadings#@uinn 
with the song at some unusual 
moments 

Quinn is considered a 
top-notch lawman on the island 
and is the primary reason the 
place remains peaceful for the 
tourists. 

Then one day a rich American 
businessman is found minus his 
head and slowly simmering in a 
Jacuzzi near his hotel suite. It is 
a nasty event for the quiet little 
island, and the officials are anx- 
ious to keep the lid on things for 
fear of interrupting the tourist 
trade, especially simce there 
seems to be a prime suspect. 

The suspect is a local charac- 
ter named Maubee, played by 
Robert Townsend. Maubee is 
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somewhat of an island folk hero, 
liked by the men and loved by 
most of their wives. Maubee is a 
rogue and a.womanizer, but he 
also is Quinn’s boyhood friend 
and Quinn realizes that regard- 
less of the indirect evidence, 
Maubee is actually innocent. 
“The Mighty Quinn” has a lot 
of intrigue concerning such juic 
items as voodoo, island politics, 
influence from Washington, D.C.. 
and some excellent detective 
work by Quinn. The cast is full 
of colorful characters, including 
M. Emmet Walsh as a tourist 
who isn't what he seems, James 
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Fox as the crooked owner of a 
plush hotel, Norman Beaton as 
the governor of the island and 
Mimi Rogers as his bored 
spouse. There is even a witch 
whose rlor contains a basket 
full of deadly snakes. 

Trivia buffs will notice Keye 
Luke, best known for his work 
playing Charlie Chan's No. 1 son 
in the Chan films from the 1930s 
and ‘40s, as Dr. Raj, an island 
crooner. (Luke will celebrate his 
80th birthday later this year.) 

“The Mighty Quinn” is beauti- 
fully photographed and smartly 
acted. The film's mystery is weil 
laid out and the suspense is sus- 
tained. The ensemble cast is 
splendid.
